Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
District  for  the  year  1951. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  1951  was  17.0  per  1,000  of  the 
population  as  against  15.9  for  the  previous  year.  The  Death 
Rate  was  14.5  as  against  12.7  for  the  year  1950. 

When  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population 
the  birth  rate  was  19.5  and  the  death  rate  10.2  per  1.000  of  the 
population  for  the  year  1951. 

Malignant  and  heart  diseases  were  responsible  for  118  deaths 

or  54.8  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 

\ 

Seventy-seven  per  cent  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  over  65 
years  of  age,  forty-five  per  cent  were  over  75  years,  and  31  per 
cent  over  80  years.  One  person  was  registered  as  100  years,  and 
another  as  105  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  death.

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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

Notifiable  Diseases  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  during  1951. 

Five  hundred  and  forty  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  (ex¬ 
clusive  of  Tuberculosis)  came  under  observation  compared  with 
196  for  the  previous  year.  The  large  increase  was  due  to  an 
epidemic  of  measles,  fortunately  of  a  comparatively  mild  nature, 
which  continued  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  3rd  week 
in  August.

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Smoke  Abatement.  During  the  year,  difficulties  occurred 
with  one  factory,  due  to  overloading  and  unsatisfactory  stoking. 
Improvements  in  the  heating  arrangements  were  carried  out, 
which,  it  is  hoped,  will  prove  effective. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  There  is  a  small  open- 
air  salt-water  pool  at  Tollesbury.  Improvements  are  under  con¬ 
struction. 

Knackers’  Yards.  There  is  one  in  the  district,  situated 
in  the  parish  of  Purleigh. 

Moveable  Dwellings.  During  the  year  25  licences  to  site 
moveable  dwellings  we  re  granted  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

Bakehouses.  There  are  13  in  the  district,  situated  in  the 
following  parishes: — Goldhanger  1,  Purleigh  2,  Stow  Maries  1, 
Tillingham  2,  Tolleshunt  D’Arcy  1,  Tollesbury  3,  Wickham 
Bishops  2,  and  Woodham  Walter  1. 

Generally  speaking  these  are  kept  clean,  and  regularly  white¬ 
washed. 

Maggot  Breeding.  There  are,  at  present,  two  factories  of 
this  type  in  the  district.  Complaints  of  unpleasant  odour, 
especially  from  one  of  them,  were  received  during  the  year. 

To  have  more  administrative  control,  the  Council  applied  to 
the  appropriate  Government  department  to  have  this  type  of 
industry  classified  as  an  offensive  trade.  This  was  refused.

There  are  17  distributors  (non-producers)  of  milk  in  the 
district  which  are  supervised  by  the  District  Council. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  7  slaughter  houses  in  the  district,  but  owing  to 
Ministry  of  Food  control  and  centralising  of  slaughtering,  these 
are  used  in  the  main,  for  the  killing  of  pigs,  under  the  Ministry  of 
Food  Domestic  Suppliers’  scheme. 

Routine  inspections  were  made,  during  the  year,  of  these 
premises. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

By  the  end  of  1951  a  piped  water  supply  from  the  mains 
owned  by  the  District  Council  was  available  to  92*8  per  cent 
of  the  population.  The  figures  for  each  parish  are  set  out  in 
the  table  on  page  17. 

The  supply  is  augmented  from  three  local  works  : — > 
Springs  at  Woodham  Walter. 

Springs  at  Asheldam. 

Deep  well  at  Tollesbury. 

The  supplies  from  these  three  works  are  chlorinated. 

For  some  time  the  quantity  of  water  from  the  deep  well  at 
Tollesbury  has  been  diminishing.  During  1912,  before  the  well 
was  constructed,  a  3  inch  bore  was  made  when  it  was  found  that 
24,000  gallons  was  pumped  in  24  hours.  Recent  tests  show  that 
it  has  fallen  to  5,000  gallons  in  24  hours.  As  a  supply  from  the 
South  Essex  Waterworks  Company  is  available,  the  continuation 
of  the  deep  well  supply  is  no  longer  an  attractive  economic  pro¬ 
position. 
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Under  the  Southend  Waterworks  Act  and  the  South  Essex 
Waterworks  Act,  the  District  Council  has  certain  legal  rights  to 
be  supplied  by  these  companies  with  a  bulk  supply  of  water.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Rivers  Blackwater  and  Chelmer  flow  through  the  district. 
Neither  of  these  rivers  receives  polluting  matter  to  any  extent 
while  flowing  through  the  Maldon  Rural  District.  The  Chelms¬ 
ford  Corporation  Water  Act,  1923,  authorises  the  Corporation  of 
Chelmsford  to  abstract  water  from  the  River  Chelmer  near 
Sandford  Mill  in  the  Rural  District  of  Chelmsford — the  quantity 
not  to  exceed  1,000,000  gallons  per  day.  The  Southend  Water¬ 
works  Act,  1924,  authorises  the  Southend  Waterworks  Company 
to  abstract  water  from  the  River  Chelmer  near  Rushes  Lock  and 
from  the  River  Blackwater  at  Langford.  The  Hanningfield 
Water  Order  1950  authorises  the  South  Essex  and  Southend 
Waterworks  Companies  to  extract  water,  not  exceeding  43  million 
gallons  in  any  period  of  14  days,  from  the  Chelmer  and  Rlack- 
water  rivers.  The  Southend  Waterworks  Act  provides  that  the 
effluent  from  the  Chelmsford  Joint  Sewerage  Works  be  carried  by 
a  pipe  past  the  point  of  intake  at  Rushes  Lock  and  the  effluent 
from  the  Witham  Sewage  Works  beyond  the  point  of  intake  from 
the  River  Blackwater  at  Langford.  The  discharge  of  such  large 
volumes  of  sewage  effluent  into  the  rivers  after  a  good  deal  of  water 
has  been  extracted  may  cause  a  nuisance. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  are  sewers  in  the  parishes  of  Southminster,  Tillingham, 
Tolleshunt  DArcy,  Tollesbury  and  Great  Totham,  (Aug.  1949). 
Full  use  is  not  made  of  these  Sewers.  It  is  doubtful  if  they  are 
capable  of  dealing  with  all  the  sewage  when  existing  pail  closets 
are  converted  into  water  closets. 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  plans  of  sewerage 
schemes  for  the  more  populous  areas  of  the  district. 

The  consulting  Engineers  are  Messrs.  Lemon  and  Blizard. 

The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  for  the  parish  of  Latching- 
don,  is  again  receiving  the  consideration  of  the  Council.
